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REPORT  FROM  THE  ROUND  ROOM-1979 


The  1979  Annual  Report  focuses  on  Sutton  AS  IT  IS  -  as  a 
social  -  economic  -  political  entity.  What  it  is  ,  in  and  of  itself,  and 
what  it  is  related  to  the  County  of  Merrimack,  and  its  immediate 
neighboring  towns. 

To  give  focus  to  a  recent  synopsis  of  Sutton  in  "Merrimack 
County  Rural  Planning  Study"  there  are  quotations  from  "New 
Hampshire  As  It  Is  -  a  Gazetteer  of  New  Hampshire",  published 
in  1856. 

GENERAL: 


"Traveling  north  on  Route  89  to  the  western  side  of  Merri- 
mack County  lies  Sutton.  Population  settlements  are  centered  at  the 
lower  western  corner  of  Sutton  and  Blaisdell  Lake,  South  Sutton  and 
Sutton  Mills  along  Rte.  114,  and  the  lower  eastern  corner  of  East 
Sutton,  and  North  Sutton  around  Kezar  Lake  in  close  proximity 
to  Rte.  No.  89."    (1)  "Merrimack  County  Rural  Planning  Study" 

"Sutton,  Merrimack  county.  Bounded  north  by  New  London 
and  Wilmot,  east  by  Wilmot  and  Warner,  south  by  Warner  and  Brad- 
ford, and  west  by  Newbury.  Area,  24,300  acres.  Distance  from  Con- 
cord, 25  miles,  northwest.     The  southerly  branch  of  Warner  River 
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enters  this  town  on  the  south,  and  the  northerly  branch  passes  nearly 
through  the  centre  from  north  to  south,  and  affords  many  valuable 
mill  privileges.  It  is  skirted  by  large  and  fertile  meadows,  which  pro- 
duce grass  and  grain  abundantly."    (2)  "New  Hampshire  As  It  Is" 

ECONOMIC: 

"Sutton  has  a  relatively  low  median  family  income  ($11,645, 
ranking  48/232  with  percapita  income  of  $3,969  ranking  71/219. 
The  population  has  been  increasing  with  a  growth  rate  of  more  than 
41.1%  within  the  period  between  1970  and  1977."  (1) 

" many  Sutton  residents  are  self-employed  (contractors, 

loggers,  surveyors)  because  employment  opportunities  are  limited. 
Residents  travel  to  Colby-Sawyer  College,  or  the  medical  center  in 
New  London.  Others  work  in  Bradford,  Concord,  and  Manchester. 
Many  pilots  are  settling  in  Sutton.  It  was  estimated  that  a  majority 
of  the  households  have  two  working  spouses."  (1) 

"At  the  foot  of  King's  Hill  clay  of  a  superior  quality  exists 
in  great  abundance.  Granite  of  a  fine  quality  and  of  great  value  on 
account  of  the  large  blocks,  free  from  seams,  which  can  be  obtained, 
is  found  here.  Plumbago  is  obtained  in  considerable  quantities.  The 
surface  is  diversified  with  hills  and  valleys,  and  is  in  some  parts  rough 
and  mountainous.  The  soil  presents  all  the  varieties  of  fertility  and 
barrenness. ' '  (2 ) 

"There  are  four  stores,  and  several  sawmills,  where  quite  an 
extensive  business  is  carried  on  in  the  manufacture  of  boards,  shin- 
gles, laths,  timber,  etc.  There  are  three  considerable  villages  in  this 
town,  in  one  of  which  is  a  very  large  tannery. "  (2)

ORGANIZATIONS,  Social  and  Religious. 

"Social  organizations  in  Sutton  include  King's  Daughters, 
Homesteaders,  North  Sutton  Snowmobilers,  Historical  Society, 
Parent-Teachers  Club,  and  a  very  active  fire  department  and  library 
group.  Although  Sutton  residents  harmoniously  participate  in  many 
town  activities  (bi-centennial  celebrations,  historical  society),  there 
are  many  segregated  activities  among  the  five  sub-sections  of  Sutton. 
Lack  of  transportation  was  seen  as  perpetuating  this  segregation/ '  (1) 

"A  Baptish  church  was  organized  here  in  April,  1 782,  and  a 
Freewill  Baptish  about  1818.  There  are  a  present  three  meeting 
houses,  none  of  which  is  owned  or  occupied  by  any  particular 
religious  denomination,  but  all  are  occupied  promiscuously  by 
Baptists,  Freewill  Baptists,  Methodists,  Universalists,  and  Second 
Adventists."  (2) 

RECREATION: 

"Recreational  facilities  are  abundant  in  Sutton  (Kezar  Lake, 
Blaisdell  Lake,  and  several  ponds).  North  Sutton  residents  partic- 
ipate in  many  recreational  programs  sponsored  by  New  London  such 
as  New  London  Soccer  and  Outing  Clubs.  However,  there  was 
expressed  need  for  an  organized  recreational  program  in  the  Sutton 
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area.  Lack  of  transportation  was  seen  as  a  barrier  to  participation 
in  out-of-town  programs  as  well  as  limited  town  programs/'  (1) 
"A  large  branch  of  Blackwater  River  has  its  source  in  this  town, 
near  the  western  base  of  Kearsarge  Mountain,  a  large  portion  of 
which  is  in  this  town.  (It  is  not.)  It  is  visited  by  hundreds  who  climb 
to  its  summit,  attracted  by  the  rich  and  charming  prospect  it  presents. 
There  are  several  ponds;  the  largest  is  Kezar's  Pond,  which  is  about 
190  rods  square,  and  Long  Pond,  which  is  about  350  rods  in  length 
and  70  in  width.  "  (2) 

GOVERNMENT  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

"Sutton  has  a  part-time  paid  police  department,  volunteer 
fire  department  and  cooperates  with  Bradford  and  New  London  for 
ambulance  services.  North  Sutton  and  South  Sutton  each  possess  a 
post  office.  North  Sutton  also  has  a  general  store,  the  Follansbee 
Inn  and  Kezar  Lake  Apartments.  The  town  hall  is  located  in  Sutton 
Mills  across  the  street  from  the  general  store.  Blaisdell  Lake  has 
a  small  grocery  store  which  sells  postage  stamps.  There  are  no  den- 
tists, doctors,  or  lawyers  practicing  in  town;  residents  use  services 
in  New  London,  or  Concord."  (1) 

"This  town  was  granted  by  the  Masonian  proprietors  in  1749. 
It  was  called  Perrystown,  from  Obadiah  Perry,  one  of  the  principal 
proprietors.  It  was  first  settled  in  1 767,  by  Daniel  Peaslee,  who  was 
soon  followed  by  several  others.  The  first  settlers  found  many  traces 
of  the  Indians,  such  as  hearths  skilfully  laid  with  stone,  gun  barrels, 
ovens,  stone  pestles,  mortars,  and  tomahawks.  An  Indian  burial- 
place  was  also  discovered  near  the  west  bank  of  Kezafs  Pond. "  (2) 

SUTTON  as  IT  IS  in  nitty-gritty  matters: 

TAXES 

Taxes,  this  subject  is  near  and  dear  to  each  tax-payer,  at  least 
the  matter  receives  their  attention  once  a  year  on  receiving  their  bill. 
(It  is  the  only  tax  bill,  and  it  is  unfair,  disporportionate,  and  too 
high.)  But,  let's  see  where  Sutton  IS  in  relation  to  the  County,  and 
to  the  immediate  neighboring  towns: 

Sutton  AS  IT  IS  in  the  COUNTY  of  Merrimack: 
These  figures  concern  a  home  worth  $40,000  in  to-day's 
market.  For  tax  purposes  that  property  is  valued  in  the  town  where 
it  is  situated  at  the  average  percentage  of  market  value  (worth),  as 
the  percentage  of  valuations  are  to  true  value  (worth)  as  determined 
by  a  survey  by  the  N.H.  Department  of  Revenue  Administration. 


Thus: 


Sutton,  $40,000.00  x  88%  (of  value)  =  $35,200  (assessment) 
Bradford,  $40,000.00  x  100%  =  $40,000.00 


Tax  rates  in  each  town  multiplied  by  assessments  at  these 
levels  of  current  market  value  produce  bills: 

Sutton:   $35,200  x  $22.30  =  $785.00 
Bradford:   $40,000  x  $26.40  =   $1,056.00 


Say  you  live  .n  a  house  worth  $40,000  on  to-da\'s  market.  5a>  that  house  is  valued  for 
tax  purposes  at  the  average  percentage  of  market  value  for  your  town  or  city.  This 
chart  shows  your  property  tax  compared  to  those  in  other  towns  and  cities.  The  first 
column  is  the  tax  rate,  the  second  the  percentage  of  market  value  for  assessments,  the 
third  the  tax.

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Therefore  it  is  possible  to  compare  the  tax  bills  for  houses 
of  equal  worth  when  the  levels  of  assessment  have  been  equalized 
between  the  towns  throughout  the  State,  and  then  the  equalized 
value  is  multiplied  by  the  varying  local  tax  rates.  In  the  chart, 
"The  Tax  Burden",  Sutton  is  in  a  middle  position  as  per  the  table.

The  1979  tax  rate  AS  IT  IS  -  there  could,  or  should  be  some 
cheers;  at  least  the  blessings  could  be  counted  for  a  year.  Below 
a  thumbnail  review  of  "how  come"  the  lower  rate.  Some  increase 
in  assessables,  a  whopping  increase  in  receipts  from  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire,  in  particular  the  Business  Profits  Tax  UP  $  19,872.00, 
or  UP  676%!!!.  Also  other  increased  receipts  from  New  Hampshire 
that  help  reduce  taxes.  And  the  use  of  "surplus"  ($30,000.00), 
all  served  to  reduce  the  tax  burden  for  one  year.

The  accompanying  graph,  "Funds  from  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, 1979,  with  comparison,  1978"  shows  the  increases  in  each  of  the 
categories  of  taxes  (in  "tax  free,  N.H.")  that  come  to  the  Towns 
to  help  to  reduce  property  taxes.  And  the  following  table  shows 
the  Dollar  amounts,  and  percentage  increase  of  each;  and  this  should 
help  to  focus  on  the  importance  of  this  source  of  revenue.

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To  bring  the  good  furtune  of  1979  into  focus  the  consider- 
ation of  a  hypothetical  situation  will  serve  as  a  chilling  reminder: 

Case  No.  1  Assume  no  receipts  from  the  State  and  Federal 
Governments  ($82,130.00).  Assume  no  change  in  assessables,  and 
amount  to  be  raised  by  taxes.    The  rate  would  then  be  $28.00  per 
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thousand  of  valuation  (up  from  $22.30),  and  the  $40,000  house  @ 
88%  equalized  valuation  would  then  have  a  tax  bill  of  $985.60, 
or  an  increase  of  $200.60  in  taxes  over  the  1979  bill! 
In  short,  were  the  Town  left  to  use  its  own  assessable  alone, 
without  these  receipts  from  Federal  and  State  sources,  taxes  would 
be  significantly  higher. 

TAX  Base  -  AS  IT  IS 

As  seen  in  the  "Thumbnail  Review  of  Tax  Rate"  above,  an 
increase  of  .023%  was  made  in  the  net  valuation  on  which  the  rate 
is  figured.  This  in  spite  of  the  in-roads  of  various  types  of  exemptions. 
The  amount  of  value  "lost"  in  the  exemptions  is  $2,533,570,  or  10% 
of  gross  value.  The  relation  of  the  amount  of  value  deducted  for  the 
three  types  of  exemption  is  graphically  shown  in  the  bar  graph 
below,  with  comparison  with  1976.    The  Dollar  amounts  as  follows: 
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As  above  the  relation  of  the  various  forms  of  exemptions  is 
shown,  and  below  a  demonstration  of  what  happens  to  the  over-all 
assessables,  or  the  tax  base  when  these  total  values  are  subtracted. 
The  "mouse  and  cheese  graph"  below  shows  the  10%  bite  at  the  tax 
base  in  1979,  compared  with  the  8%  nibbling  in  1976. 
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Again  to  bring  into  focus  the  situation  AS  IS  consider  a  hypo- 
thetical case  where  the  amount  to  raise  remains  the  same,  (no  reduc- 
tion in  revenues  from  Federal  and  State  governments),  but  the 
exempted  losses  are  added  in  to  make  the  tax  base  whole.  The  rate 
would  then  be  $20.14  per  thousand  Dollars  of  valuation.  The 
$40,000  house  at  88%  equalized  valuation  would  have  a  tax  bill  of 
$707.52,  or  $77.48  LESS  than  in  1979. 

To  summarize  the  1979  AS  IS  situation,  and  Cases  No.  1  and 
No.  2  above,  the  following  table:

The  Incinerator  and  its  operation  took  a  great  deal  of  our  time, 
even  as  it  did  in  1978.  Operation  was  commenced  in  the  depths  of 
the  winter  —worst  possible  time;  but  there  were  plus  factors,  as 
every  one  soon  found  it  was  a  pleasanter  experienced  to  go  to  the 
"dump"  in  a  clean,  dry  building. 

The  problem  that  reared  its  ugly  head  was  that  the  un-burn- 
able  material  that  was  sorted  out  (most  people  were  cooperative 
in  their  sorting  efforts)  had  to  fine  a  permanent  home,  or  resting 
place  other  than  in  our  old  dump.  Or,  simply,  that  there  needed  to 
be  a  re-cycling  effort  to  make  the  incinerator  a  workable  unit.  We 
studied  solid  waste  disposal  systems  in  other  towns,  and  discussed 
the  problem  with  people  in  the  re-cycling  business. 

To  help  resolve  the  disposal  of  sorted -out-waste  (bottles,  cans, 
metals,  tires)  a  series  of  five  covered  bins  has  been  constructed  with 
a  "stall"  for  three  different  colors  of  glass  and  two  types  of  cans. 
A  buyer  has  been  secured  for  scrap  metal;  and  papers  are  taken  to 
New  London  Land  Fill  to  add  to  their  collection.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  sorting  of  these  wastes  will  enable  us  to  have  a  buyer  come  to 
remove  them  when  we  have  accumulated  a  total  of  fifteen  tons  (of 
all  kinds).  Not  only  to  have  the  "waste"  removed  from  the  premises 
and  from  town,  but  that  we  will  receive  pay  for  the  materials.  There 
is  no  thought,  at  the  present  time,  of  making  the  waste  disposal  a 
self-supporting  endeavor,  but  that  is  a  future  goal,  maybe  years  away. 

The  overdraft  in  the  Incinerator  appropriation  is  due  to  the 
lack  of  experience,  just  not  knowing  what  to  expect,  since  the  bud- 
get figure  was  made  up  in  1978  when  the  incinerator  hadn't  even 
started  to  operate.  Perhaps,  on  that  basis,  the  budgeted  amount 
wasn't  such  a  bad  guess  after  all. 

Since  construction  costs  were  spread  over  two  years  the  fol- 
lowing statement  of  these  capital  expenditures  —  a  combination  of 
the  statement  on  Incinerator  construction  in  last  year's  Annual 
Report  and  the  one  in  this  year's.

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CAPITAL  RESERVE  FUND,  Highway  Equipment 

On  the  eve  of  Town  Meeting  day,  1979,  it  appeared  that  we 
were  facing  a  major  crisis  on  the  question  of  repair,  or  replacement 
of  the  shovel  -  loader.  By  amendment  to  Article  No.  20  in  the  War- 
rant for  the  Meeting  ($8,000.00  for  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for 
Highway  Equipment)  it  was  voted  to  raise  $25,000.00  for  the 
Capital  Reserve  Fund.  And  further  the  amendment:  'to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  expend  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $22,000.00  for  the 
repair,  or  the  purchase  of  a  shovel-loader,  as  deemed  advisable  by 
the  Selectmen.' 

Based  on  the  information  at  hand  immediately  after  Town 
Meeting  we  made  the  decision  to  repair  the  shovel-loader.  Later, 
problems  with  the  shovel  part  became  apparent  and  more  repairs 
had  to  be  made.  The  repaired  machine  is  now  in  excellent  operating 
condition. 

There  were  other  machinery  and  truck  problems  that  required 
expenditures  of  a  capital  nature,  viz  repairs  to  the  four  wheel  drive 
truck,  a  sander  belt  for  one  of  our  older  sanders,  and  acquisition  of 
a  sander.  At  a  meeting  of  the  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Committee 
all  these  problems  were  considered,  and  we  all  agreed  that  these 
funds  raised  under  this  Article  No.  20  at  the  last  Town  Meeting 
should  be  used  for  this  type  of  capital  expenditures. 

Later  in  this  report,  in  the  "Detailed  Statement  of  Payments" 
under  this  appropriation  there  is  an  account  of  payments,  but  only 
to  December  31,  1979.  The  following  statement  makes  the  status 
of  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  current  at  this  writing  in  late  January. 
It  is  anticipated  that  the  last  bill  to  be  paid  for  repairs  to  the  loader  is 
in  the  amount  of  $  402.21;  so  there  will  be  a  remaining  balance 
to  be  added  to  the  funds  invested  already  by  the  Trustees  of  Trust 
Funds.

KEYSER  LAKE 

This  has  been  a  subject  in  this  Round  Room  Report  for  many 
years;  and  now  that  the  efforts  of  interested  people  for  that  long 
period  are  being  crowned  with  success,  nearly,  the  resolution  of  this 
problem  deserves  mention. 

The  pipe  line  to  carry  the  sewage  effluent  from  New  London 
to  Sunapee  is  being  constructed.  The  construction  you  see  along 
Route  No.  11  toward  Sunapee  is  for  that  pipe  line.  Some  foreseeable 
day  Lion  Brook  and  Keyser  Lake  will  NOT  receive  the  discharge 
from  the  New  London  sewage  treatment  plant.     Eureka!  Success! 

The  Keyser  Lake  citizens  suit  is  concluded  in  the  decision  of 
the  New  Hampshire  Supreme  Court  to  uphold  every  argument  of  the 
plaintifs,  the  award  and  decisions  of  the  Merrimack  County  Superior 
Court  are  firm. 

COMMITTEE  REPORTS 

Narrative  reports  are  submitted  within  this  Annual  Report  by 
many  active  committees  and  groups  in  the  Town.  We  are  pleased  to 
publish  these  notes  so  that  all  citizens  can  find  out  what  is  going  on 
and  'how  the  money  is  spent'.  There  is  a  great  deal  going  on,  and  we 
comment  these  activities  by  so  many  interested  and  dedicated 
citizens. 

COMMENTS  on  the  WARRANT  ARTICLE 

ARTICLE  1  Some  changes  should  be  noted  in  comparison  with 
appropriations  in  the  same  categories  for  1979.  An  increase  in  Town 
Officers'  Salaries:  Selectmen's  pay  from  $1,100.00  to  $1,500.00; 
Tax  Collector  from  $1,200.00  to  $1,600.00;  and  Treasurer  from 
$600.00  to  $1,000.00. 

Election  and  Registration  up  to  $1,500.00  from  $500.00  due 
to  the  three  extra  election  and  primaries  this  year,  as  well  as  in- 
creased costs  to  meet  the  State  requirements  of  publication,  adver- 
tisements, etc.. 
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Other  increases,  Town  Hall,  Incinerator  are  due  in  large  part 
to  higher  energy  costs. 

Old  Age  Assistance  shows  a  large  boost,  $4,000.00  to  be 
exact,  due  to  the  addition  of  two  new  accounts  that  aid  in  support- 
ing those  people  in  nursing  homes. 

Some  of  the  "downs":  Damages  and  Legal  expenses,  minus 
$1,000.00,  Principal  of  Long  Term  Notes  after  payment  of  the  last 
note  for  the  Fire  Station. 

Over  all  the  Dollar  total  under  this  Article  No.  1  is  down 
$450.00  from  last  year.  (Not  much,  you  say,  but  not  bad  in  the  face 
of  13%  inflation  nationally) 

ARTICLE  2  This  Article  raising  the  money  for  highways  and  bridges 
is  a  hold-the-line  figure  in  the  Town  Maintenance  account,  also  in  the 
face  of  inflation,  energy  costs.  The  $1,500.00  increase  reflects  the 
cost  of  energy,  the  higher  schedule  of  wages  due  to  the  State 
program  will  be  absorbed  by:  (1)  The  Police  Department  $1,000.00 
fuel  cost  is  going  to  be  paid  directly  by  that  Department  instead 
of  using  gasoline  from  the  Town  pumps  at  the  Highway  garage.  (2) 
Lower  than  usual  winter  maintenance  costs  in  the  snowless  season 
(at  least  to  mid  February).  And  (3)  Reduced  costs  of  machinery 
maintenance  after  the  major  repairs  accomplished  in  the  latter  part 
of  1979.  The  additional  $1,000.00  in  the  budget  for  General  Ex- 
penses, Highway  Department  is  blamed  on  the  energy  crunch. 
Articles  No.  3  and  No.  4are  inserted  only  for  the  purpose  of  accept- 
ing these  funds  (Additional  Highway  Subsidy  and  "Duncan"  money) 
that  come  from  State  sources  for  highway  purposes. 

ARTICLE  5  requests  money  to  pay  our  share  in  the  cost  of  the 
Central  New  Hampshire  Planning  Commission,  this  agency  we 
joined  last  year. 

ARTICLE  6  -  Community  Action  Program  requesting  $168.10 
more  than  in  1979. 

ARTICLE  7  -  by  petition. 

ARTICLE  9  This  is  the  only  article  in  the  Warrant  this  year  in  the 
nature  of  a  new  request  for  any  major  expenditure.  These  two  items, 
street  sweeping   brush,   and   steam   cleaner,  are  requested  for  the 
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Highway  Department.  The  revolving  broom  for  sweeping  the  pave- 
ments of  accumulated  sand,  leaves,  etc,  and  general  cleaning  up.  We 
have  hired  these  machines,  and  also  borrowed  from  our  neighboring 
towns.  This  policy  of  using  other  peoples  equipment  can  lead  to 
difficulties  and  inconveniences  for  both  parties. 

The  steam  cleaner  would  be  a  useful  article  and  would  aid  in 
keeping  our  trucks,  and  the  other  heavy  machinery  in  clean  and 
working  condition.  It  is  really  part  of  our  program  of  keeping  up  the 
mechanical  items  in  good  operating  condition. 

This  article  should  be  viewed  in  connection  with  the  appro- 
priation for  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  Highway  Equipment  listed 
in  Article  No.  11  as  it  is  not  anticipated  that  both  Article  No.  9 
and  No.  11  would  be  appropriated.  Therefore,  if  Article  No.  9  is 
voted  in  the  affirmative,  it  is  suggested  that  only  $1,800.00  for 
Highway  Equipment  Capital  Reserve  Fund  be  considered  under 
Article  No.  11  OR,  if  Article  No.  9  receives  a  negative  vote,  than  the 
full  $8,000.00  should  be  considered  in  Article  No.  11. 

ARTICLE  10  This  is  a  special  request  to  make  repairs  at  the  Library, 
above  and  beyond  the  appropriation  for  current  operating  expenses. 
The  front  steps  require  some  extensive  repairs  and  it  is  felt  that  these 
costs  should  be  in  addition  to  the  more  usual  operating  and  mainte- 
nance appropriation. 

ARTICLES  No.  12  and  No.  13  There  are  two  new  Capital  Reserve 
Funds  proposed  in  these  two  articles.  The  first  one,  Article  No.  12, 
is  for  the  expenses  of  fighting  forest  fire.  We  have  been  fortunate  for 
a  very  long  time  in  not  having  a  serious  forest  fire.  There  have  been 
examples  of  near  disasters  in  our  vicinity,  viz.  a  fire  on  Mount 
Sunapee  in  Newbury,  and  another  one  in  Croydon.  These  fires 
were  of  major  proportions,  and  the  one  half  cost  of  ihe  Town's 
share  was  burdensome  on  both  those  towns.  The  suggestion  under 
Article  No.  12  is  to  start  building  some  reserves  against  the  contin- 
gency of  some  very  large  expense. 

Article  No.  13  proposes  setting  aside  money  to  use  for  main- 
tenance and  repairs  of  our  Town  buildings.  We  have  some  fine 
structures  and  inevitably  some  re-furbishing  has  to  be  done  from 
time  to  time.  Sometimes  maintenance  has  to  be  done  on  short 
notice,  or  no  notice  at  all.  This  appropriation  would  seem  to  be  in 
line  with  our  long  standing  policy  of  trying  to  be  forehanded  about 
our  items  of  large  expense

ARTICLE  16  Last  year  the  Town  voted  to  adopt  a  new  Municipal 
Insurance  Program  for  Town  employees  which  offers  substantial 
improvement  in  financial  protection  against  sickness,  and  non- 
occupational accidents.  This  action  was  a  major  departure  from  the 
State  Highway  benefits  program  under  which  we  had  been  operating. 

Under  the  new  program  benefits  for  non-occupational  accidents 
are  payable  from  the  first  day,  and  from  the  eighth  day  in  the  event 
of  sickness.  The  benefit  amounts  to  2/3  of  each  person's  wages 
per  month  for  up  to  five  years  in  the  case  of  non-occupational 
accidents.  Sickness  benefits  continue  up  to  twelve  months.  Beyond 
this,  sickness  benefits  are  reduced  50%  and  continue  for  an  additional 
eighteen  months. 

In  addition,  each  employee  receives  life  insurance  equal 
to   one  year's  salary   adjusted   upwards  to  the  nearest  $1,000.00 

To  implement  this  program  the  Selectmen  have  proposed 
that  each  employee  will  earn  1.25  days  per  month  of  personal  leave 
time  until  he  has  worked  for  the  Town  for  five  years  when  he  will 
earn  1.5  days  per  month.  It  is  further  proposed  that  this  "personal 
time"  may  not  be  taken  before  it  is  earned  making  it  advisable  to 
carry  over  some  of  this  time  each  year  (not  to  exceed  7  days)  to 
insure  continuance  of  income  should  sickness  occur  early  in  the 
year. 

The  employees  have  pointed  out  that  the  program  of  the 
State  Highway  Department,  which  we  were  following,  allowed  fif- 
teen days  vacation  and  fifteen  days  sickness.  Vacation  time  could  be 
accumulated  up  to  thirty  days,  and  sickness  time  up  to  ninety  days. 
They  feel  that  the  Town  voted  in  this  program  and  therefore  any 
change  should  be  by  vote  of  the  Town. 

It  would  seem  the  employees  want  the  best  of  all  worlds. 
They  have  expressed  satisfaction  with  the  new  benefits  program, 
but  wish  to  retain  the  vacation  /sickness  schedule  previously  followed. 
In  tabular  form,  the  two  programs  look  like  this:

The  point  of  the  Article  (No.  15)  in  the  Warrant  is  to  spell 
out  the  leave  time,  i.  e.  accident  or  sickness  schedules  to  be  followed 
under  the  new  program.  In  effect  an  affirmative  vote  will  cancel 
the  State  Highway  leave  and  sickness  schedule,  but  the  "trade  off" 
is  reflected  in  the  greatly  improved  benefits  available  under  the 
new  plan. 

ARTICLE  No.  17  -  by  petition:  to  permit  applications  for  changes 
in  party  affiliation  to  be  made  with  the  Town  Clerk.  The  law  pre- 
sently allows  a  registered  voter  to  change  affiliation:  1)  by  appearing 
in  person  before  the  Supervisors  of  the  checklist  any  time  they  meet 
or,  2)  on  primary  day;  independent  voters  may  declare  a  party  and 
vote;  declared  voters  may  change  party,  but  may  not  vote.  No  one 
can  change  back  after  voting  on  that  same  primary  day.  The 
addition  to  the  law  allows  a  person  to  change  party  affiliation  before 
the  Town  or  City  Clerk  on  any  day  except  primary  day.  However, 
the  change  will  not  be  registered  with  the  Supervisors  of  the  Check- 
list until  their  regularly  scheduled  meetings. 

ARTICLE  No.  18  This  Article  asks  the  Town  to  assume  the  respon- 
sibility of  2.5  miles  of  new  road  in  the  Rowell  Hill  development. 
This  subdivision  was  approved  by  the  Planning  Board  of  Sutton. 
The  latter  entered  into  a  covenant  (Book  1269,  Page  832,  Merrimack 
County  Records,  March  23,  1976)  that  Pelfor  would  sell  no  lots 
along  these  roads  until  the  roads  were  "passable  and  approved  by 
the  Sutton  Road  Agent  as  being  up  to  the  approved  and  agreed 
upon  Town  standards";  and  "in  accordance  with  the  profiles,  and 
center  line  layouts  as  -  submitted  to  the  Sutton  Planning  Board 
and  to  the  Town  Road  Agent". 

In  November  1979  the  Road  Agent  conducted  an  on-site 
inspection  of  Crockett  Circle,  Winslow  Road,  and  the  completion  of 
Meadow  Brook  Road,  and  certified  that  these  roadways  meet,  and 
are  acceptable  to  standards  as  set  forth  in  the  Town  of  Sutton. 
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December  10,  1979  the  Selectmen  signed  a  "Certificate  of  Perfor- 
mance" signifying  that  the  provisions  of  the  Covenant  (Book  1269, 
Page  832)  had  been  met,  and  that  that  certification  allowed  the  sale 
of  lots  along  those  roads. 

Up  to  this  point  there  is  no  acceptance  of  these  roads  for 
maintenance,  or  liability  by  the  Town  of  Sutton.  It  is  only  agreed 
that  the  roads  are  of  an  acceptable  standard  of  construction,  and  are 
in  conformity  with  the  recorded  plat  as  approved  by  the  Planning 
Board. 


In  accordance  with  RSA  36:25  acceptance  of  these  sub- 
division streets  may  be  accomplished  by  means  of  a  favorable,  vote 
by  a  majority  of  the  voters  present  and  voting  at  the  Annual  Meeting. 
While  we  agree  that  these  roads  are  excellent  as  roads,  it  is  our  opinion 
that  the  citizens  of  the  Town  should  express  their  views  by  the  their 
vote  at  the  Town  Meeting;  rather  than  to  having  the  burden  of  ac- 
ceptance on  only  three  members  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

The  accompanying  map  will  help  you  to  understand  the 
location  and  extent  of  these  roads.

It  is  with  pride  that  this  Annual  Report  is  offered;  an  effort 
is  made  to  make  it  informative,  attractive,  and  readable,  within  the 
restraints  imposed  by  the  format  required  by  the  Department  of 
Revenue  Administration.  This  statement  is  not  intended  as  a  pat  on 
our  back,  but  to  point  out  that  the  purpose  of  this  book  is  to  get  the 
issues  before  the  voters,  and  provide  them  with  information,  so  that 
intelligent  decisions  can  be  made;  and  to  give  direction  to  the  Town's 
officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

AND  SO  INTO  ANOTHER  YEAR,  THE  TOWN'S  196TH. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  FIRE  SERVICE 


Prevention  and  control  of  forest  fires  is  handled  through  a 
cooperative  effort  between  town/city  fire  organizations  and  the 
State  Forest  Fire  Service. 

Since  1903,  when  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  passed  by  our 
Legislature,  the  State  Forester  has  appointed  someone  in  each 
municipality  as  a  Forest  Fire  Warden  and  charged  him  with  the 
responsibility  of  forest  fire  prevention  and  control  within  his  town/ 
city.  This  person  may  ask  the  State  Forester  to  appoint  as  many 
Deputy  Forest  Fire  Wardens  as  may  be  necessary  to  effieciently 
carry  out  his  charge. 

The  State  Forester  has  divided  the  State  into  ten  forest  fire 
districts  with  a  full  time  District  Forest  Fire  Chief  in  each  district. 
The  State  organization  is  charged  with  assisting  the  municiple  forest 
fire  organization  in  any  way  possible. 

State  personnel  conduct  fire  training  schools,  assist  with  forest 
fire  suppression,  fire  cause  investigation,  prosecution  of  fire  law 
violators  and  forest  fire  prevention  programs.  Forest  fire  suppression 
equipment  is  purchased  through  State  bulk  purchasing  ability  and 
sold  to  local  forest  fire  organizations  at  one-half  cost.  Excess  military 
property  is  obtained  and  turned  over  to  town/city  fire  departments 
at  no  cost  to  local  departments  for  conversion  into  fire  suppression 
units.  This  cooperative  arrangement  between  State  and  municipality 
has  resulted  in  one  of  the  best  forest  fire  records  in  the  United  States 
with  less  than  one-half  acre  of  woodland  burned  in  each  fire 
reported.

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CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


During  the  year  1979  your  Conservation  Commission  held 
monthly  meetings  in  its  continuing  effort  to  serve  the  town. 

Town  properties  under  the  supervision  of  the  commission  have 
been  mapped  and  surveyed  and  plans  for  their  future  beneficial  use 
to  the  community  are  being  studied.  We  have  requested  and  received 
advice  from  the  State  Foresters  and  Fish  and  Game  aurthorities  con- 
cerning the  town  woodlands  and  wetlands.  As  a  result,  such  projects 
as  pest  control,  clearing  and  cleaning  swamps,  building  wood  duck 
nests  and  providing  trails  to  scenic  vistas  are  underway.  Favorable 
action  was  taken  to  save  the  Chadwick  Marsh  from  further  deterior- 
ation and  to  maintain  its  usefulness  as  a  fish  and  game  refuge. 

Our  membership  in  the  N.H.  Association  of  Conservation 
Commissions  has  proved  helpful.  The  State  meeting  in  Plymouth 
and  the  regional  Lakes  meeting  was  attended  by  local  members. 

The  Commission  has  had  few  expenses  this  year  and  funds  pro- 
vided from  last  year's  budget  should  be  adequate  for  our  1980 
operation. 

We  thank  those  townspeople  who  have  advised  and  assisted 
us  in  the  past  year  and  welcome  their  further  participation.  The  town 
has  been  very  fortunate  in  past  years  in  bequests  of  valuable  pro- 
perties from  its  citizens  and  we  should  all  be  aware  of  the  respon- 
sibilities we  all  have  to  maintain  our  natural  resources.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


Back  in   1977,  the  Planning  Board  worked  to  bring  zoning 
ordinances  more  in  line  with  the  goals  outlined  in  the  Master  Plan. 
Most  of  these  changes  were  simply  wording  changes  designed  to  clar- 
ify, rather  than  change  meaning.  Others  were  to  better  define  usages 
allowed  in  the  residential  and  rural  zones. 

This  year  we  are  again  presenting  substantially  these  same 
changes,  plus  some  others  suggested  by  the  Central  N.H.  Regional 
Planning  Commission. 

The  controversy  that  arose  over  proposed  changes  concerning 
gravel  pits,  was  taken  out  of  our  hands  when  the  State  passed  a  law 
regulating  the  matter  of  excavations,  including  gravel  pits. 

Again  this  year,  many  subdivision  requests  were  received  and 
considered.  While  most  were  approved,  a  few  were  rejected  as  not 
being  in  keeping  with  the  Master  Plan  and  others  were  referred  to  the 
Board  of  Adjustment  because  they  did  not  meet  zoning  require- 
ments. On  some  of  these  we  recommended  that  the  Board  of  Ad- 
justment grant  the  variance  needed. 

This  past  Summer,  the  Town  of  Sutton  was  accepted  as  a 
member  of  the  Central  N.H.  Regional  Planning  Commission.  As  a 
result,  we  have  received  a  great  deal  of  help  at  a  very  considerable 
saving  in  legal  fees. 

I  would  be  remiss  in  filing  this  report  if  it  failed  to  mention 
the  Board's  great  loss  with  the  passing  of  a  long  time  member  and 
former  chairman  -  William  "Bill"  King.  The  Town  can  ill  afford  to 
lose  people  as  dedicated  to  it's  service  as  he  was. 

The  Board  has  also  lost  (and  I  hope  only  temporarily)  a  most 
important  member,  Barbara  Burns.  For  very  pleasant  and  personal 
reasons  she  has  had  to  resign. 

Barbara  and  Bill  will  be  missed. 

On  the  plus  side,  we  have  acquired  two  new  members  this 
year,  namely  Reva  Bailey  and  Ron  Silliman.  In  addition  to  his 
other  work,  Ron  has  undertaken  the  job  of  Secretary  vacated  when 
Barbara  left.  Ron  insists  this  is  only  temporary,  and  as  of  this  writ- 
ing, we  are  looking  for  a  secretary  to  take  on  this  work  on  a  more 
permanent  basis. 

C.E.  CONSTANTINIDES 
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ZONING  BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 


During    1979   the    Zoning   Board   of   Adjustment  held  open 
hearings  on  the  following  appeals : 

May  17  Thomas  Johnson  requested  a  variance  to  Article  V,  Section 
A-4  to  conduct  a  woodworking  and  rock  crusher  operation 
on  his  property  on  Route  103.  Denied. 

July  10  Mary  Csutor  requested  a  special  exception  as  provided  in 
Article  IV,  Section  B3  for  the  sub-dividing  and  sale  of  a  lot 
lacking  the  required  frontage  (her  property  in  Sutton  Mills.)

During  1979,  the  Sutton  F.A.S.T.  Squad  has  taken  an  active 
part  in  applying  for  and  administering  a  grant  from  the  Department 
of  Health  and  Human  Services.  The  grant  is  being  used  to  improve 
all  phases  of  emergency  medicine  in  twenty-one  towns  comprising 
the  B-l  and  C-5  ambulance  districts.  The  council  that  administers 
the  grant  has  already  approved  funds  for  two  E.M.T.  (emergency 
medical  technician)  courses,  some  training  equipment,  F.A.S.T 
squad  jumpkits  (first  aid  kits),  and  radio  pagers  for  the 
squads  that  need  them.  They  have  also  paid  to  send  a  number  of 
doctors  and  nurses  to  special  training  sessions. 

By  town  meeting  day,  the  Town  of  Sutton  and  the  Sutton 
F.A.S.T.  Squad  should  have  received  the  following  direct  benefits 
from  this  grant:  two  newly-trained  E.M.T.'s,  three  complete  "jump- 
kits",  and  additional  four  "jumpkit"  cases,  and  seven  radio  pagers, 
capable  of  being  activated  by  either  the  New  London  Police  Depart- 
ment or  the  Bradford  Rescue  Squad. 

Marilyn  Barselle,  R.N.,  has  agreed  to  serve  as  the  medical  ad- 
visor to  the  squad.  Two  current  members  of  the  squad  have  recent- 
ly attended  a  workshop  dealing  with  extrication  from  farm  machin- 
ery and  forestry  equipment.  We  also  now  have  available  to  Sutton 
residents  the  Vial  of  Life  containers  for  distribution  at  the  town 
meeting  and  some  health-screening  clinics. 

We  would  urge  people  to  place  a  list  of  emergency  telephone 
numbers  nearby  their  telephones.  We  would  also  like  to  remind  the 
townspeople  that,  in  an  emergency,  should  you  try  to  get  help 
through  the  telephone  operator,  you  may  be  reaching  an  operator 
in  another  state,  which  could  greatly  delay  help  reaching  you.  The 
Sutton  F.A.S.T.  Squad  can  be  reached  through  the  Sutton  Police  at 
927-4422,  the  Bradford  Rescue  Squad  at  938-2233,  or  the  New 
London  Police  at  526-2626. 

During  1979,  the  squad  made  13  "runs".  We  believe  that  with 
improved  communications  via  the  new  radio  pagers  and  more  public 
awareness  of  the  role  of  the  F.A.S.T.  Squad's  purpose  and  capabil- 
ities, this  number  of  calls  will  be  greatly  increased  in  the  next  few 
years.  We  hope  to  provide  what  we  feel  is  a  needed  public  service 
to  the  entire  community.

REPORT  OF  HISTORY  OF  SUTTON  II  COMMITTEE 


The  History  of  Sutton  II  Committee  is  charged  with  collect- 
ing, cataloging,  and  preserving  information  and  photographic  images, 
artifacts,  and  reflections  of  our  Sutton  heritage.  The  year  1890  was 
selected  as  the  beginning  year  for  this  Committee's  review  since  this 
was  when  the  original  Augusta  Worthen  two-volume  history  of  the 
Town  was  published. 

The  Committee  began  work  in  1974  and  has  accumulated  and 
indexed  voluminous  material  for  ultimate  use  in  publications  and 
exhibitions.  The  detailed  efforts  to  retrieve  and  store  facts,  figures, 
and  images  of  the  past  one  hundred  years  are  geared  to  culminate 
in  1984,  the  year  Sutton's  200th  birthday. 

A  grant  from  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  enabled 
the  Committee,  late  in  1979,  to  embark  on  the  documentation  of 
what  the  Endowment  designates  as  "aspects  of  life  or  the  geography" 
of  the  Town.  The  start  was  later  than  anticipated  because  the 
Endowment  for  the  Arts  has  been  flooded  with  applications  and 
delayed  final  decisions  until  all  the  supporting  materials  were  ex- 
amined. Twenty  outstanding  photographs  of  earlier  Sutton  days 
accompanied  the  Sutton  Committee  request  and  were  instrumental 
in  obtaining  the  grant. 
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The  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  grant  required  matching 
funds  from  the  Town.  There  were  approved  at  Town  Meeting,  1979. 
The  Town  matching  money  of  $2,000  was  included  in  the  list  of 
appropriations  certified  by  the  Selectmen  to  the  Department  of 
Revenue  Administration  when  the  Tax  Rate  was  approved.  And, 
in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  1979  meeting,  $1,000  of  this  sum 
was  to  be  drawn  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  of  the  Town's  Bud- 
get Committee. 

Many  residents  have  supplied  the  Committee  with  old  prints 
and  negatives  for  copy  purposes.  Included  are  several  hundred  glass 
negatives  by  Sutton-born  photographer  J.  N.  Johnson,  whose  crisp 
work  offers  vintage  scenes  and  period  costumes,  as  well  as  hardy 
New  Hampshire  characters. 

Overall  aim  of  the  photograph  project  is  to  assemble  and  index 
a  representative  collection.  Photographs  and  underlying  facts 
concerning  them  would  be  available  to  school  children  and  to 
scholars,  to  individuals  and  to  groups  interested  in  this  area.  Publi- 
cation and  exhibition  would  follow. 

The  Committee  is  arranging  to  have  archival  quality  negatives 
and  prints  produced.  One  copy  negative  and  one  print  of  the  most 
representative  images  would  be  stored  in  the  Town  Library.  Dupli- 
cates of  each  would  be  in  a  national  location  of  the  Endowment  for 
the  Arts. 
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COMMUNITY  ACTION  PROGRAM 
BELKNAP-MERRIMACK  COUNTIES,  INC. 


The  Kearsarge  Valley  Community  Action  Program,  located 
in  the  Old  Graded  School  in  Warner,  serves  eight  towns  in  this  part 
of  Merrimack  County:  Bradford,  Henniker,  New  London,  Newbury, 
Sutton,  Warner,  Webster  and  Wilmot.  Again  this  year  Community 
Action  has  served  your  community  by  getting  much  needed  services 
to  the  elderly  and  low-income  families  in  each  of  the  eight  towns. 

Services  to  the  elderly  include Meals-on-Wheels  and  the  Senior 
Companion  Program  for  shut-ins;  Congregate  Meal  sites  in  Henniker, 
New  London  -  Wilmot,  and  Warner;  and  the  Rural  Transportation 
bus  that  gets  senior  citizens  into  Concord.  Our  fuel  assistance  pro- 
gram last  year  reached  140  families  in  the  eight  towns  and  we  expect 
to  get  this  much  needed  help  to  more  people  during  this  year  of  soar- 
ing fuel  prices.  An  Adult  Education  Grant  was  awarded  to  the  center 
back  in  August  and  this  January  we  began  teaching  some  basic  skills 
in  the  areas  of  parenting,  family  health,  money  management,  and 
nutrition. 

The  money  your  town  appropriates  for  Community  Action 
goes  to  run  the  local  center  here  in  Warner.  The  budget  of  the 
Center  goes  for  salaries,  travel  expenses,  office  supplies  and  cost  of 
heat  and  upkeep  of  the  Old  Graded  School.  The  federal  government 
will  provide  most  of  the  money  for  the  1980  budget.  We  have  re- 
quested a  total  of  $10,800.00  of  the  $32,000.00  to  be  provided  by 
the  eight  towns.  W7hat  we  ask  from  each  town  is  a  percentage  of  the 
$10,000.00  based  on  what  percentage  of  the  participants  in  our  pro- 
grams are  from  your  town. 

Our  program  is  designed  to  encourage  community  particip- 
ation and  involvement.  If  you  would  like  to  know  more  about  our 
program    and  /or   how   you   can   get  involved,  please  let  us  know.

REPORT  FROM  THE  BOARD  ROOM 


1979  was  a  very  productive  year  for  the  Sutton  Library. 
In  early  March,  prior  to  Election  Day,  the  Board  of  Trustees  spon- 
sored an  open  house  at  which  the  Town  Warrant  was  explained  and 
the  candidates  for  Town  Office  had  a  change  to  state  their  positions. 
Because  of  this  experience,  many  of  us  went  to  Town  Meeting  with 
a  clearer  understanding  of  the  articles  at  hand.  The  Board  enjoyed 
hosting  Meet  the  Candidates  Day  and  will  have  it  again  in  1980,  and 
for  many  years  to  come. 
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1979  was  the  International  Year  of  the  Child.  During  the 
school  year,  a  story  hour  is  held  on  Wednesday  evening  for  the 
children  of  Sutton.  A  reading  program  was  established  for  the  sum- 
mer months,  culminating  with  an  awards  ceremony  and  party  for 
the  participants.  The  Friends  of  the  Library  sponsored  a  special 
film  program  during  July  and  August. 

The  Grace  P.  Nelson  Reading  and  Community  Room  got 
alot  of  use  during  the  past  year.  It  is  the  meeting  place  of  the 
Super  Suttoneers,  the  newly  established  4-H  Group.  The  Friends  of 
the  Library  and  the  King's  Daughters  also  hold  their  meetings  there. 
The  Community  Room  is  also  available  for  classes  and  other  com- 
munity activities.  In  the  fall,  chair  caning  classes  were  held;  the 
Board  is  sponsoring  needlepoint  classes  at  the  present  time.  Future 
programs  are  planned. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  is  endeavoring  to  keep  the  book  col- 
lection current  and  to  update  the  reference  and  young  adult  sections, 
in  particular.  Also  a  new  section  of  large  print  books  and  maga- 
zines is  being  introduced.  We  would  like  to  thank  the  groups  and 
individuals  who  contributed  books  and  magazines  over  the  past 
year. 

The  Board  takes  this  opportunity  to  thank  those  who  vol- 
lunteered  their  time  and  labor  to  the  Library  in  1979.  In  particular, 
we  express  our  thanks  and  appreciation  to  Bob  Couch  and  his  son, 
Michael:  between  the  two  of  them,  they  tore  up  the  old  sidewalk 
and  disposed  of  the  chunks  of  cement.  This  enables  Richard  Call 
to  pour  the  new  walk.  We  also  thank  John  Jones  for  his  care  of  the 
grounds  from  Spring  cleanup  through  the  summer  to  Fall  cleanup. 
Increased  volunteer  contribution,  both  financial  and  physical, 
indicate  a  new  appreciation  for  the  services  the  Library  provides  on 
the  part  of  the  Townspeople.  It  shows  that  the  Library  has  become 
a  focal  point  of  town  pride.

Robert 
Bowers  Jr.  moved  and  it  was  seconded  to  change  the  wording  of  the 
Article  to:  To  raise  and  appropriate  $2,000.00  to  support  the  Sutton 
Cooperative  Preschool  Center  as  licensed  by  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. On  a  voice  vote  the  Moderator  declared  the  motion  adopted,  a 
ballot  vote  on  the  question  was  called  for  by  Ronald  Silliman.  After 
the  balloting  and  a  short  recess  the  following  results  were  announced. 

The  Moderator  declared  the  Article  VII  as  amend- 
ed in  the  affirmative.  Town  Appropriation:   $2,000.00

Article  X.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $300.00  for  the  continuation  of  the  "FAST"  (First  Aid 
Stabilization  Team)  squad  program.  Joseph  Melson  moved  and  it  was 
seconded  that  Article  X  be  accepted  as  read.  By  an  unanimous 
voice  vote  the  Article  was  so  voted  and  declared  by  the  Moderator. 
Town  Appropriation:   $300.00 

Article  XI.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,500.00  for  the  purchase  and  improvement  therein,  of  a 
parcel  of  land  on  the  Easterly  side  of  Grist  Mill  Street  (Tax  Map  Par- 
cel No.  6-423,253)  Robert  Bristol  described  the  property,  size  and 
location.  Not  being  large  enough  to  park  many  Motor  Vehicles,  the 
Article  was  voted  by  voice  vote  in  the  negative  and  it  was  so  declared 
by  the  Moderator. 

Article  XII.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $2,000.00  to  match  with  a  simular  sum  from  the  Federal 
Government  for  a  photographic  survey  in  the  conjunction  with  the 
National  Endowment  of  the  Arts.  John  Boulette  moved  and  it  was 
seconded  to  amend  Article  XII  to  read  that  the  Town  share  of  the 
Photographic  survey  be  taken  from  the  Bicentennial  Capitol  Reserve 
Fund  on  a  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  the  Moderator  declared  the 
Amendment  I  to  Article  XII  adopted.  Turner  Jones  III  moved  and 
the  motion  seconded  to  make  an  amendment  to  have  the  pictures 
from  the  photographic  survey  be  kept  at  the  Sutton  Free  Library 
on  a  voice  vote  the  Moderator  declared  Amendment  No. 2  adopted. 
By  voice  vote  unanimous. 

Article  XIII.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  have  the  Appraisal  Divi- 
sion of  the  Dept.  of  Revenue  Administration  conduct  a  complete 
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revaluation  of  all  properties  in  Sutton  starting  1981,  or  as  indicated 
thereafter,  and  to  establish  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  purpose 
of  conducting  such  revaluation.  Darrel  Palmer  moved  and  it  was 
seconded  and  voted  by  voice  vote  in  the  affirmative  to  adopt  Article 
XIII  as  read,  the  Article  was  declared  adopted  by  the  Moderator. 

Article  XIV.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  $8,000.00  to  be 
placed  in  the  Capitol  Reserve  Fund  for  the  revaluation  of  the  Town 
by  the  appraisal  Division  of  the  Division  of  the  Dept.  of  Revenue 
Administration. 

Ellsworth  Harding  moved  and  it  was  seconded  and  voted  by 
voice  vote  to  accept  Article  XIV  as  read.  Capitol  Reserve  Fund: 
$8,000.00 

Article  XV.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,000.00  for  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  Town  Bi- 
centennial. John  Boulette  moved  and  it  was  seconded  to  accept 
Article  15  as  read  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  for  the  same  it 
was  voted  in  the  affirmative  and  so  declared  by  the  Moderator.

It  was  moved 
by  Roy  Prince  and  seconded  by  voice  vote  to  accept  Article  XX  as 
amended.  The  vote  was  in  the  affirmative  and  the  amendment 
to  Article  XX  was  declared  adopted  by  the  Moderator. 

Article  XXL  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$1,000.00  for  the  Police  Cruiser  Capital  Reserve  Fund.  The  age  of 
the  present  Police  Cruiser  was  given  as  1973  Model.  The  current 
Police  Cruiser  Reserve  Fund  is  $1,500.00.  It  was  moved  by  Darrel 
Palmer  and  seconded  that  we  raise  and  appropriate  $1,000.00  for 
the  Police  Cruiser  Reserve  Fund.  By  voice  vote  the  vote  was  in  the 
affirmative  and  the  Moderator  declared  the  Article  XXI  adopted 
as  read. 

Article  XXII.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  any  of  the 
monies  received  during  the  year  since  the  last  Annual  Meeting  for 
the  Establishment  of  Trust  Funds.  Motion  was  made  and  seconded 
and  voted  in  the  affirmative  to  accept  Article  XXII  as  read.  The 
moderator  declared  Article  XXII  adopted  as  read. 

Article  XXIII.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes.    Motion  made  and 
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seconded  to  adopt  Article  XXIII  and  voted  in  the  affirmative  by 
voice  vote  to  accept  Article  XXIII  as  read.  The  Moderator  declared 
Article  XXIII  adopted  as  read. 

Article  XXIV.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorized  the  Select- 
men to  dispose  of  a  certain  piece  of  property  acquired  by  Tax  Col- 
lectors dated  August  19,  1978  recorded  in  Book  1328  Page  975 
(Merrimack  County  Registry  Of  Deeds)  in  accordance  with  Chapter 
80-4 2III  which  provides:  "to  dispose  of  a  lien  or  tax  deed  property 
in  a  manner  otherwise  provided  in  this  section  as  justice  may  require." 
Atty.  Robert  Bowers  spoke  on  behalf  of  Mrs.  Marjorie  Stewart, 
owner  of  the  property  in  question  before  the  tax  sale.  After  much 
discussion  Darrel  Palmer  moved  and  motion  seconded  to  Amend 
Article  24  so  as  to  restrict  the  Selectmen  would  either  sell  the  pro- 
perty back  to  Mrs.  Stewart  or  retain  it  for  the  Town  not  offer  it 
for  sale  a  Public  Auction.  The  question  of  the  amendment  was  called 
for  and  by  voice  vote  it  was  voted  to  adopt  the  above  amendment  on 
a   voice   vote   the   Moderator  declared  Article  XXIII  as  amended. 

Article  XXV.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  grant  a  franchise  to  erect,  install,  and  maintain  under  or  over 
street,  highways,  and  other  Public  way  of  the  Town,  wires,  cables 
and  other  equipment  related  to  the  delivery,  or  enhancement  of 
Television,  signals,  and  other  electrical  impulses  in  accordance  with 
New  Hampshire  Law  RSA  53-c:l  (Supp.  1974)  Motion  was  made 
and  seconded  and  so  voted  in  the  affirmative  to  adopt  Article  XXV 
as  read,  the  Moderator  declared  above  Article  XXV  adopted  as  read. 

Article  XXVI.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  maintain  summer  and 
winter  the  present  Wright  Hill  Road  from  its  Junction  with  Andrews 
Ave.  to  the  former  residence  of  Herman  J.  Hazen;  and  to  accept  the 
proposed  extension  of  Wrights  Hill  Road  after  construction  to  Town 
Specification  at  the  expense  of  Herbert  G.  Fischer,  from  the  Hazen 
site  to  his  property  line,  and  further  that  the  Town  will  provide  year 
round  maintenance  from  Andrews  Ave.  to  the  said  Fisher  Lines. 
It  was  moved  and  seconded  by  Darrel  Palmer  and  seconded  to  pass 
over  Article  XXVI.  After  discussion  on  the  subject  a  voice  vote  on 
the  Article  above  was  in  the  affirmative  to  pass  over  the  article.
